If They Should Appear Dry or Shriveled When Received, through delay in 
transit, or from any cause, take them from the package and plunge into a tb 
of water or bury the roots in the ground in an inclined position, so as to cover 
one-half or more of the tops with earth, and then throughly soak with water, 
and then let remain for twenty-four hours or more, until they regain their fresh 
plump appearance, when they may be planted. 

Our Guarantee—While we exercise the greatest care to have every tree and 
plant true to name and are ready on proper proof , to replace anything sent by us 
that prove untrue to label free of charge, it is understood and agreed between 
purchaser and ourselves that we are not to be held liable for any greater sum than 
that paid us for said trees that may prove untrue.
